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EDITOR’S NOTE. 


_ Owing to the great delay in mails to and from China at present, 
this issue of the “ Bulletin ” is unavoidably later than ‘usual. Up 
to the time of going to press, no letter has’ been received from 
Bishop Song; but the importance of the news about Eastern 
Szechwan and the desire to mobilise prayer for Bishop Houghton 
and his successor seems to justify publication without —

Letter from Rev. W. H. Aldis. 


My DEAR FRIENDS, 


Probably some of you have heard rumours of 
impending changes in the Diocese of East Szechwan, but 
up to the present moment we have not been at liberty to 
reveal what these changes are. Now, however, I am 
able, as one of . Bishop Houghton’s Commissaries, to 
announce that after much thought and prayer he has been 
chosen and appointed as the General Director of the. 
China Inland Mission, to succeed the Rev. G. W. Gibb, | 
who has held that office for some years. Bishop Houghion 
himself was most reluctant to give up the work in the 
Diocese which was so dear to him, and in which God has 
greatly blessed him, but it became increasingly clear to 
him that the invitation to take up this new office was a 
call from.God which he could not possibly refuse. The 
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Bishop submitted his resignation to his Grace the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, and also to the House of Bishops 
in China. His Grace, while naturally feeling regret that 
Bishop Houghton was to leave the Diocese so soon, 
recognised that the decision must rest with Bishop | 
Houghton himself as to this being a divine call. The 
House of Bishops was pleased also to accept the Bishop’s 
resignation, although naturally with regret. One factor 
which was re-assuring to Bishop Houghton in giving up 
the work in the Diocese was that there was one already 

there who was eminently suited to succeed him as Bishop. 
His name was submitted to the Archbishop of -Canterbury 
and to the House of Bishops in China, and met with 
cordial approval. The Rev. Kenneth G. Bevan is the man 
who was chosen, and he is to be consecrated, presumably 
in Shanghai, on October 18. Mr. Bevan has had a number 
of years in the Diocese, and has won the affection and © 
respect of his fellow workers, both Chinese and foreign, 
and much as we regret the loss of Bishop Houghton. 
from the Diocese we feel confident that in his successor 


_— there is one who will maintain the highest traditions of 


the Diocese, and under his leadership there can be no 
question the work will go forward on the lines said down 
by his predecessors. 


I would very earnestly commend to your prayers 
_ Bishop Houghton as he undertakes his wider ministry as 
General Director of the China Inland Mission, and Bishop 
Bevan as he assumes his new office. Both of these 
brethren are undertaking new and heavy responsibilities 


in days of unparalleled difficulty in China, and we owe it 


to them to bear them UP continually at the ‘Throne of 
Grace. | 


- It is not for me to say anything here about the future 
of the Diocesan Association. There has not yet been 
time for Bishop Bevan to communicate his wishes, and 
we must await letters from him before anything further 
can be said.

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Letters from Bishop Houghton. 


(Bishop Houghton actually wrote of his new appointment and 
of his consequent resignation as Bishop of Eastern Szechwan in 
his last Bulletin letter, the main part of which appeared in cur 
July issue. As, however, his resignation had not then been formally 
accepted by the Archbishop of Canterbury and no public announce- 
ment had been sanctioned, it was necessary to withhold from 
publication the parts of his letter of May 9th which are ncw 


printed below. Ed.) 


The Bishop wrote: “And now I must come to the 
announcement about myself. It seems almost certain 
__ that in November I shall be leaving the diocese on my 

appointment as General Director of the China Inland 
Mission. As I write these words it seems incredible that 
I have been chosen to occupy a position .once held by 
Hudson Taylor. How little we dreamed, when we 
returned to China at the end of 1936, that in less than four 
years we should be called to leave Szechwan and take up 
‘this wider ministry in Shanghai! I cannot begin to tell 
you what the severance will mean to my wife and myself; 
but, throughout the very long process of nomination and 
appointment, we have not felt able to do other than stand 
by and see what God would do. There were many 
obstacles, and He could easily have barred the path. If 
He had done so, we should have rejoiced: but to say 
“No” to a call backed by such cumulative weight of 


evidence is impossible. 


“Tt is some consolation that I shall continue to be a 
member of the House of Bishops and thus exercise some 
influence on the future of the Sheng Kung Hui; and of 
course, as C.I.M. Director, I shall hope to visit Szechwan 
as well as other parts of our vast field. 


“Part of the leading has been that God was 
preparing someone to succeed me as Bishop. I cannct 
give you his name, since signatures to the House of 
Bishops’ nomination cannot be obtained quickly, and the 
actual appointment is made by the Archbishop of 
‘Canterbury; but my visit to Shanghai was made in order 
to take advantage of a gathering of Bishops at the conse- 
eration’ of Dr. Y. Y. Tsu as Assistant Bishop for 
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Kweichow and Yunnan on May Ist, and the six Bishops 
present all agreed to the name suggested. I deeply regret 
_ the-necessity for a change after so short a time; but if the 
man of whom I am thinking is appointed, I do not believe 
that there will be any serious dislocation of the work. 
“I imagine that my next Bulletin letter may be the 


last which I shall be privileged to write to you, and in it, 


I hope I shall be able to talk to you quite freely of the 


Bishop’s House, 
Chiihsien, Szechwan, China. 
August 19th, 1940... 
DEAR FRIENDS OF WESTERN CHINA: 

“Thou remainest.” It is conceivable that circum- 
stances might prevent the issue of our October “ Bulletin,” 
but inconceivable that circumstances should affect God. 
He lives, He reigns, and the last word is with Him. “In 
the fear of the Lord is strong confidence, and His 
children shall have a place of refuge.” ‘You in England, 
and we in Szechwan, are being called to prove the literal 
truth of that promise. 

I have delayed the writing of this letter until I could 
give you the date and place of my successor’s consecration. 
Sooner than we dared to expect, the Rev. K. G. Bevan 
was appointed by the Archbishop of Canterbury to 
succeed me, and I have just heard by telegram from 
Bishop Scott, acting-Chairman of the House of Bishops 
in China, that the consecration is to take place at 
Shanghai, God willing, on St. Luke’s Day, October 18th 
—the 45th anniversary of the consecration of Bishop 
Cassels. Mr. Bevan came to China as a missionary of 
the C.I.M. in 1924. His father, the late Rev. J. A. Bevan, 
was for many years a friend of Bishop Cassels and of the 
diocese. Mr. Bevan married a fellow-missionary, Miss 
Barber (niece of Miss Barber of Liangshen) and they have 
three daughters, Marian, Audrey and Jennifer (of whom 
the eldest is ten years old), all of whom are at the C.ILM. 
Schools in Chefoo. At this moment, Mr. and Mrs. Bevan 
are visiting them there, after a long time of separation, 


and the fact that he is now at the coast is one of the. 
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reasons why the consecration is to take place there rather 


than in the diocese, as we should have preferred. He will 
not misunderstand it—nay, he is entirely of the same 


mind as myself—if I say that I had always hoped that I 


_ Should be the last “foreign” Bishop of Eastern Szechwan; 
_ «but then I never imagined that I should be compelled to 
- resign so soon, and at the moment there is no suitable 


Chinese available. (I cannot stop to tell you how much 
of thought and prayer, yes, and sorrow, lies behind that 
statement). Thank God, Mr. Bevan commends himself 
to the clergy and other workers, both Chinese and foreign, | 


in an unusual degree. The missionaries expressed their 


confidence in him last year by choosing him to be Assis- 
tant Superintendent of the C.I.M. work in this diocese, 
and Bishop Ku, Archdeacons Ts’ai and Wang, and many 
other Chinese concur most warmly in the new appoint- 
ment. Grieved as I am to leave Szechwan, I do not think 


that the work will ultimately suffer through my going, 
- since God has made such provision for its oversight. 


The actual date of the consecration was a surprise to 
me, and I am not quite sure whether I can be present, 
but we expect to be in Shanghai early in November, if 
not in October. The Standing Committee will meet D.V. 
at Chiihsien at the end of September, and it may be that 
one of my last acts as Bishop will be to ordain the Rev. 
N. C. Pateman and the Rev. T. E. Lloyd as presbyters 
on September 29th. I need not say that my wife and I 
will retain a very deep personal interest in all that concerns 


the diocese, and at the C.I.M. in Shanghai we shall be 
_ kept in the closest touch with the progress of the Gospel © 


here. I believe God has answered your prayers for us, 


and I am very grateful for all the support of the Western 


China Diocesan Association during these last four years. 
Some of you already know Mr. Bevan, and he on his 


part is well aware of the warmth of your interest. I 


trust there will be very many remembering him on 
October 18th, in the journey back to Szechwan, and in 
taking over the work. | aes 


Bishop Ku had talked with me of the possibility of 


his resigning simultaneously with myself. He is not 


young, and has frequent attacks of illness. But he finally 
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suggested that he should be allowed a year’s “ leave,” and 
the Standing Committee has agreed to his request. He 
will be available for consultation—all his accumulated 
store of knowledge and experience will be at the disposal 


of the new Bishop—but he will be freed from responsi- 
bility. He hopes to give part of his time to literary work. 


| We are looking forward to the opening of the Bible 
Training Institute in Paoning on September 20th. There 
should be at least a dozen students. The Rev. T. E. 
Benson, M.A., who is to act as Principal, has just returned | 
from furlough, and hopes to fly from Hongkong to 


Chungking on August 31st. Other members of the staff —~ 


are Deaconess Lii of Tahsien, Miss Grace Wang of Tachu, 
and Miss Agnes Clarke. Courses of lectures will also be 
given by Archdeacon Wang and the Rev. G. H. Aldis, 
and probably Bishop Ku. The Rev. Marcus Ch’eng has 
been invited to visit Paoning for a month or SO, but I 
have not yet heard whether he can come. 


During the autumn the Rev. and Mrs. C. B. Hannah 
of Shunking, and the Misses Allen and Warren of 
- Yingshan, hope to leave for furlough, but we cannot say 
whether it will be possible for them to go to England. 
I hope that Archdeacon and Mrs. Denham, at present in 
Australia, may take on the work in Shunking, and the 
Rev. and Mrs. E. A. Sadler are going to Yingshan. The 
Rev. David Hsii has been appointed to Shunking in place 
of Archdeacon Wang, who is making Paoning his base. 

_ Chungking and Wanhsien have been raided again— 
the former almost continuously this summer. Bombs 
have also been dropped in half a dozen other counties 
in the diocese, but without serious damage. The rice 
harvest will be moderately good in most districts, though 
very poor in the north. Nanpu is suffering from a cholera 
epidemic. The cost of living continues to rise steeply— 
e.g. I am asked to pay $6 per coolie per stage as against 
eighty cents. only just over a year ago! All who have 
fixed incomes, such as our Chinese fellow-workers, are — 
among the chief sufferers, and the special bonuses which 
we give are only partially meeting the need. They Geserve 
a special place in your prayers. 


is difficult to believe that this is last letter 
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which I shall address to you, but nothing can hinder my 
wife and myself from enrolling ourselves as Friends of 
Western China! May neither we, nor you, lose the vision 
of God’s purpose and China’s need!

News from the Stations. 
Day 1. Langchung (Paoning). aes 


More and more officials are arriving in this centre — 
from different parts of China, and prayer is asked that 
the local Christians may rise to the wonderful opportu- 
nities there are for reaching these with the Gospel. Miss 
Lo and Miss Huang have recently visited Langchung, 
and the names of several women were given in as 
enquirers at the town of Tsangchi. Mr. Stephen Liu has 
returned from a lengthy visit to Chungking, and is now 
making preparations for the opening of the vocational 
school early next year. 


Tanishan. 

Visits have recently been paid by Bishop and Mrs. 
‘Houghton, and also by Archdeacon Wang. Ten miles 
away, a small group of Christians have been erecting a 
new church: there have been various difficulties, but at 
last the work is nearing completion, and we would ask | 
you to pray that this ‘church may be a true place of 


blessing. 


Sintientsi. 

The drought of the summer resulted in much idolatry, 
but some of the Christians had good times of witness in 
nearby markets. The work in the Church goes on much 
as usual, and prayer is asked for the little school which 
was recently started in this country place. 


Day 4. Kwangyuan. 
A visit has been paid in the northern diate as far 
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as within ten miles of the Shensi border. The ministry 


_of Christian refugees from other parts of China has been 


much appreciated during recent months. 


Day 5. Pachung (Pachow). 


_ After an absence of seven months in Paoning, owing 

to illness, Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd have now returned to 
Pachung. Bishop Houghton has recently visited this 
district, spending a week-end at Tsai-chia-ho, the only 
Christian church in Nankiang county. Here a number 
of Christians were confirmed, and five new believers 
baptized. Please pray for the school at this outstation, 
and also for the one at En-yang-ho. 


Day 7. Yingshan. 


Archdeacon Wang has held a Bible School in this 
centre, and meetings were well attended. We rejoice in 
another soul being gathered in—the fruit of market day 
work. This woman heard for the first time one market 
day, three years ago, and after many hindrances has 
come to put her trust in the Lord Jesus. Please remember 
this market day work in prayer. 


Chowkow. | 

Pastor Wang. Kong-ai has recently left to work in 
Paoning, and Mr. Ho, who worked here some years ago, 
has returned. Please pray for him, as he works in this 
hard and needy centre. 


Day 8. Nanchung. 


. During the summer, church activities were much 
hindered by. frequent air-raid alarms. Nine women have 
recently been received as candidates for baptism. At the 
school, great help has been given by the young Christian 
teacher, Mr. An. His influence on the children is excellent, 
and he has occasionally assisted with evangelistic work 
at the city orphanage and at the prison. 


Day 9. Kwangan. 
During February and March the Wang sisters of the 
Women’s Evangelistic Band with the local Biblewoman 


visited the six chief centres in the District. Miss Henshall — 


was also with them for the greater part of, the tour. The 
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Missions held, which were both to Christians and non- 
Christians, were attended with. definite results. Some of 
the Christians hoped that the effort might be repeated 
next year but probably this will now be impossible as 


the Women’s Band is to be temporarily suspended. 


During the past term there have been good opportu- 
nities for work among the students in Kwangan. The 
city now has two Senior Middle Schools as well as four 
Junior Middle Schools. Mr. Mulrenan and Mr. Davis 


held an English Bible Class for some weeks in the County 


Senior Middle where the Headmaster and some of his 
helpers are particularly friendly. A Bible Class (in 
Chinese) for those more interested in the Gospel ran for 
a few weeks in the Missionaries’ house but frequent air- 


raid warnings made things difficult. 


If conditions permit, it is expected that the 
Armstrongs, the Mulrenans and Mr. Davis will remain 
in Kwangan city after the summer, and Miss Henshall 


at Taishihchang. Evangelist Keo and Pan Yuin-Hsi, who 


has been a Language Teacher for over two years, both 
hope to enter the Bible School to be opened in September 
at Langchung. It is hoped that someone will be able to 
take their place at Kwangan. 


Day 12. Chiihsien. 


Mr. and Mrs. Derbyshire arrived in this centre last 
April, and Mr. Derbyshire has been busy visiting the 
various outstations. Prayer is asked that in both city and 


‘country churches there may be new signs of life. The 


outstation. of Sanhwei has recently been closed, yet we 
continue to pray that before tong-there may be some real 
witness in this large and busy market. Later news tells 


of the bombing of Chiihsien by the Japanese, when much 


of the mission premises was destroyed. The Bishop and 
Mrs. Houghton were away on the hills at the time. 


Day 13. Tachu. ~ | 

_ Several visits have recently been paid to outstations 
and other markets. The outstation of Yao-shi-po needs 
a suitable leader. There was much interest. aroused when 
the place was visited, and thirteen gave in their names as 
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enquirers. Cheo-chia-chang has a good number coming 
regularly to services, and the Tong family is a good 
example to the market. 


Day 16. Tienkiang. 
At a recent Bible School held in the city, there was 


a daily attendance of about twenty, and the work was 
far more fruitful than a similar effort last year. Recently 
two newcomers among the city women broke their 
vegetarian vows in public: they seem genuine believers. 
Most of the city evangelism takes the form of courtyard 
preaching, and preaching in the homes. The work at 
Cheo-chia-chang outstation has been more promising 
lately, and there has been an increase in those coming 
to services, while a few new people have been added. 
Mu-an-ch’iao is still in need of a true local spiritual 
leader. 


Day 18. Wanhsien. 

Once again the need of a permanent Chinese fellow- 
worker is becoming acute, and is a call to renewed 
prayer. As tension of one kind or another increases, we 
need to be guided quite clearly as to where and how to 
seek to fulfil our ministry in city and country. 


Day 19. Fengkieh. 

| Although the Japanese attack on ichang. has caused 
a good deal of panic in the neighbourhood, a letter tells 
of the people here having been preserved from further 
dangers. On a recent visit to the city, over twenty people 
attended the Communion service—the service being held 
in one part of the church which was undamaged when 
Fengkieh was badly raided last year. 


Day 22. Chongpa. 

The early “ Morning Watch” at 5 o'clock continues 
to be well attended at the church here, and Christians get 
their inspiration for the day with the help of Rev. Marcus 
Ch’eng’s “A Chapter a Day through the Bible.” Members 
of this “ Morning Watch” group are also gaining experi- 
ence in personal witness and preaching in the evangelistic 
meetings in the Preaching Hall. The Chinese pastor is 
thus training the men members of his congregation to 
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become lay leaders. A week’s Bible School was held 
recently in this Church on a self-supporting: basis, the 
members contributing all that was needed for the running 


expenses. 


Day 23. Mienyang. 

A Saturday afternoon. Bible Class in English brings 
eighty Government Senior Middle School students to the 
church. Immediately after this class follows another 
Bible Class for ““ Keenites ”; this 1s in Chinese, and includes 
a live prayer meeting. 


Weicheng. 

In this outstation tof Mienyang, Mr. Sherwood has 
been co-operating with the local branch of the new © 
Government Public Health Bureau in country visitation 
of a medical-evangelistic character. This is_ possible 
because the men nurses of the Government Bureau are 
Christians. 


Day 25. Mienchu. 

A newly established Parish Library is being used as 
a means to personal talks on spiritual matters, and the 
Library is appreciated by some twenty Church members ~ 
~ who make good use of it. A Bible Class in the city for 
some forty Church members has been discussing the 
subject, “ How can I be a good Christian in the home? 


Day 26. Tehyang. 

Friends at home will be pleased to hear that the Rev. 
S. C. Tang is engaged to be married to Miss Eleanor Kuo 
(Kueh), a refugee from Hopeh and Teacher of English 
in the Shangtung Middle School in Lohchiang. She is a 
sweet girl of 29 years of age, a real Christian, and very 
capable. (The wedding probably took place some time 
in J uly.) | 


Day 28. Sintu. 

The actual Church work in Sintu goes along much as 
usual. Pastor Keo is very faithful in his work, and 
although he will be seventy years old next year he still 
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walks regularly to his outstations, even Chingt’ang, forty- 


- five li away. This last place is suffering much from not 


having a resident leader. In Sintu, large crowds come to 
the Preaching Hall every market day and listen most 
attentively, some staying on for a very long time. The 
new Baby Welfare clinic has brought. along a new class 
of people and gives cause for much encouragement, 
giving much more entry, too, into the homes of the better 
educated people. Opportunities are opening also for 
Public Health talks in the country centres in‘ connection 
with the Agricultural Extension Bureau. 


Some good contacts are being made with teachers 
and students in the large Central Government Military 
Academy. A Bible Class and a religious discussion class 
are being held with alternate groups of them. A young 
officer from the Police Bureau and a military Captain are 
showing great interest in the Gospel and it is hoped that 
shortly they, together with a young teacher in the Military 


Academy, will be received as catechumen. 


Day 30. Chengtu. 


This place,*which is more than ever a city of students, 
is full of opportunities for personal work and Bible 
Classes. Students in the universities and young men in 
the city seem to respond more readily to these methods 
of approach than they do to big public meetings. As an 
example of what is happening, we may mention a teacher 
at Ch’ao-yang, a non-Christian university, who is keenly © 
interested in social service and so joined a group of 
Christian students who were spending last summer holidays 
doing such work. He was so impressed with the lives of 
these students that he sought out a Christian professor at 
the Theological College and asked him to teach him what 
Christianity really was. Nor did he stop here. Having 
begun to learn himself, he gathered round him a group 
of students at his own university and invited another 
Christian teacher to hold a Bible class for them. This 
class has now been running for about six months and 
through it several students have been led to Christ. The 
teacher himself has now been baptised and confirmed.

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Personal Notes. 


The Rev. D. N. Sargent arrived home recently from 
Chengtu for furlough. 


Sister L. Whitworth (Church Army), who has been in 
charge of the Women’s Bible Training School in Mienchow, 
has been ordered home by the doctors, but is hoping to 
stay with relations in Canada, so will not be in England 
for some months to come, and possibly not at all during 
this furlough. 


Mrs. H. A. Maxwell, with her two children, has sailed to 
rejoin her husband in Western Szechwan. They plan to 
send the children to the C.I.M. Schools in Chefoo. 


Miss B. Jackman, a nurse, sailed in September as a 
recruit to Western Szechwan. 


Miss Grace James and Mr. R. J. bibennn, both of the 
B.C.M.S., were married by Bishop Houghton at Chiupansi, 
near Tachu, on July 12th. 


Bishop Houghton has had to rest a good deal lately on 
account of some heart trouble. ee 


In Memoriam. 


It is with great regret that we have to record the 
Homecall, on August 19th last, of Miss Fanny Lloyd, 
who retired from her work in Eastern Szechwan some — 
three years 4%o. She first went out to China as long ago 
as 1892, when foreigners in the interior were still looked 
on with great suspicion and were often in real danger; 
but, after a short period of language study, Miss Lloyd — 
began fearlessly to go about among the women and girls | 
telling them the good news of the Gospel, and also began 
the dispensary work with which she has ever since been 
so much associated. After an enforced evacuation due 
to the Boxer rising, Miss Lloyd returned to China in 1902 
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‘and, with her friend, Miss F. Culverwell, went to open — 


work in Nanpu, the station which was to be her sphere 
of labour for twenty-five years. Schools for boys and 
girls were opened, new and better premises were built, 
including a church, dispensary and guest-rooms; and 
gradually a living Church was built up which still remains 
as a testimony to Miss Lloyd’s zeal and faithfulness. 
After another enforced evacuation in 1927, she returned 
to work at Fu-tsun-i during the period of the “Red” 


menace; and after two more hurried evacuations and the 


looting of the premises by retreating soldiers, she carried 
on until her retirement in 1937. Quite recently, she was 
cheered by encouraging news from her old dispensary, 
where over 1,000 patients had been treated in eleven 
days; and so “her works do follow her” now that she 
has gone to render account to her Master and receive 
His “ Well done, good and faithful servant.” 


| 
Prayer Meetings. 

Although, in present circumstances, it is not possible 
to hold the usual monthly meetings for prayer in Central 
London, the needs of the work are, perhaps more urgent 
than ever. It is hoped, therefore, that all our friends will 
do their best to set aside some special time for this 
ministry of intercession, and that those who can will 


attend any parochial gathering in their neighbourhood 
where special remembrance of West China has been 


_ promised. In view of the “ black-out” restrictions which 
must have altered the arrangements in many parishes, the 


customary list of such centres is not being printed at 
present; but friends should make enquiry in their own 
districts and can give real help if they will do their best 
to see that West China is not forgotten in any prayer 
meeting which they may attend. |
